Washington, May 25,— Children took 
th** principal part in the closing ses­ 
sion of the sixth convention of the 
world's 
Sunday 
School 
association. 
The central thought of the meeting 
was, as one* speaker expressed it, that 
"the only way to bring about the evan­ 
gelization of the 
world in this or in 
any other generation was through the 
teaching of Christ to the children in 
the Sunday school.” 
Dressed in costumes of most of the 
nations of the world and carrying the 
flags of those countries, preceded by 
the "conquest 
flag,” 
which bears a 
cross and the words “By this ; ign, con­ 
quer,” a long line of children filled the 
from of the big platform and later 
marched through the aisles of the im ­ 
mense hall, singing. 
International in almost every aspect 
was the closing meeting. 
There were 
speakers from India, Japan. Korea and 
other foreign countries; 
the decora 
tions were (lags of the nations and an 
immense map of the world, with an 
electric cross over it, covered th** wall 
at the back of the platform. 
England 
and America clasped 
hands 
in 
tin* 
speaker’s rostrum when the retiring 
president of the association, Rev. Dr 
Meyer of London, stood by th*- side of 
the new president, Dr. George \Y. Bai­ 
ley of Philadelphia. 
The next convention will meet in 
Geneva, 
Switzerland, 
in 
1913. 
The 
month and date w ill be determined 
later by the executive committee. 
The committee on resolutions pre­ 
sented a report, which was unanimous­ 
ly adopted by the convention, declar­ 
ing for a campaign of evangelization 
in the Roman Catholic countries; for 
civic purity; for universal peace, and 
expressing the conviction that Sunday- 
school influences are responsible for 
the wave of prohibition 
which has 
swept some sections of the country.

The proceedings were highly sensa­ 
tional. 
Tile principal speaker was Del­ 
egate James W icke rh am , who made 
charges against Governor Clark. ex 
Governor Hogg att and Ixmis Shackle­ 
ford. the member of the Republican 
national committee from Alaska. 
The 
Alaskan delegate sought to connect 
these men with the Guggenheim in­ 
terests. 
As to the exact testimony given lit­ 
tle could be learned.
